The German Elections. 


The German elections will be held next 
Sunday, and on their issue depend many 
matters of world concern. The present 
German Government is discredited. The 
so-called Majority Socialists have been in 
power since the Armistice. They accepted 
office with unbounded optimism, and the 
German people never doubted that they 
would succeed in the reconstruction of the 
Fatherland. They promised great things, 
and have done nothing. They failed to 
secure modifications in the Peace Treaty, 
io protect the country from civil strife, 
and to revive Germany s shattered in- 
dustry. Doubtless, they were the victims 
of circumstances. No other Govermment 
could have succeeded where they failed; 
but, naturally, they have been blamed/by 
everybody, and all the sorrows of Germany 
have been laid at their door. The reign 
of the Majority Socialists is at an end, 
and nobody will shed many tears at 
their passing. Even durmg the war their 
policy was always vacillating and shift- 
img, and since the Armistice they have 
not changed. Assailed from Left’ and 
Right, they yielded first to one side and 
then to the other. One moment they were 
Junkers, the next disciples of Karl Marx.

“need was a firm and resolute Government, 
determimed, above all things, to make the 
best of a bad bargain and to pursne a 
consistent policy of omic and. finan~ 
cial reform.

Elections were held recently 
in Brunswick and in Danzig, and in both 
places the Independent Socialists made 
sweeping gains at the expense of the 
majority group, while the Nationalist 
Parties made equally sweeping gains at the 
expense of the Democrats.

Every- 
body fears that during the present week 
either the Junkers or the Bolsheviks will 
try to anticipate the results of the elec- 
tions by a Putsch.

Herr Hugo 
Stmnes—the Ballin of Republican Ger- 
many—has been buying up newspapers 
throughout the country in order to create 
a Stimmung among the people in favour 
of a Pan-German policy. The Pan-Ger- 
mans are frankly determined to restore 
| the monarchy, and large sections of public 
opinion doubt whether a restoration could 


| be any worse than the present régime. On 


the other hand, the Independent Socialists 
are seeking salvation in Bolshevism. They 
command a large following in Prussia, 
especially in the industrial regions of 
Westphalia, and their remarkable suc. 
cessés in Saxe-Coburg indicate that their 
i forces are steadily increasing. They and 
the Junkers are the only parties in Ger. 
many which know what they want. 
The probability is that, after the elections, 
the predominant group will be either 
definitely Raght or definitely Left in 
its composition. Whatever happens, Ger- 
man politics are likely to undergo a 
radical change within the next week, and 
in many respects the fate of the Treaty of 
Versailles will be decided on Sunday. 

The outstanding feature of the Treaty is 
the indemnity. So far Germany has paid 
nothimg, and she has offered to pay 
nothing. A long controversy has been in 
progress concerning the sum which she 
should be asked to contribute to the Allies - 
and, while the French demand ten mil. 
ards of pounds, and Professor Keynes 
declares that Germany can pay only two, 
the general opinion seems to be shat the 
sum of five milliards should be &-finitely 
fixed. To settle the indemnity question 
the Spa Conference has been arranged. 
This conference ig to take place after the 
German elections, and will be attended by 
German delegates from the new Govern- 
ment. Who are these delegates likely to 
be? If they are Junkers, the Allies know 
what to expect. If they are Bolsheviks, 
they may expect nothing at all. In either 
case the Germans probably will protest 
that they accept no responsibility for the 
signatures of the Majority Socialists, who 
‘signed the Treaty of Peace. The Allies 
would be wise, therefore, to prepare their 
plans in advance for Spa. They should 
first determine among themselves how 
much they intend Germany to pay. The 
sum should be neither beyond Germany’s 
capacity nor yet too small.

American Tourists. 


During the last few months the passport 
offices in New York have been working at 
high pressure. Thousands of persons want 
to visit Europe this summer. Most of 
them contemplate a tour of the United 
Kingdom and a trip to the battlefields 
of France and Flanders. It is 
announced that every steamer which will 
leave American and Canadian ports dur 
ing the next three months is already 
assured of her full complement of - pas- 
sengers, and that no more berths can be 
booked. A conservative estimate places 
the number of intending tourists who will 
be compelled to remain on the other side 
of the Atlantic at 100,000. The average 
amount spent by an American on a tour in 
the United Kingdom is about £200; there- 
fore, the scarcity of Transatlantic tonnage 
will mean a direct loss of £20,000,000 
to these islands. Even as matters stand, 
however, the. tourist traffic will be excep- 
tionally heavy. The state of Ireland, 
unfortunately, is certain to deter 
many tourists from visiting our shores. 
Many will be afraid to cross the Irish Sea 
when they are in England, and those who 
are not afraid will scarcely be attracted 
by the prospect ‘of having to handle their 
own luggage. . i
